Carter 
supporters numbered 45.3 per 
cent before the debate and 46.9 
per cent afterward. Ford was 
preferred by 41 per cent of the 
voters before the debate and 
44 9 per cent afterward.

In travelling the highways the com-

It is along the latter where 
the trash accumulation is heavy to the 
point of being sickening.

FAIRFAX. Va. (NEA) - The 
social service agencies in this 
community are having a devil of 
a time trying to be good to 
Charles Perkins. He is an 89- 
year-old 
retired 
biochemist 
whom the benevolent officers 
have decided is incapable of 
taking care of himself. He 
disagrees. And herein is a story 
with a lesson for all. 
The service bureaus dis­ 
covered Perkins a few months 
ago. He had become estranged 
from his wife; he had been 
evicted from his apartment; al­ 
so, he had this bizarre tendency 
to simply follow his own lead — 
even if that meant walking 
along a highway at 2 a.m. Ergo, 
the benevolent officers conclud­ 
ed that he needed help. 
Trouble is, the old man had 
different ideas. Thus when he 
was sent to a home for the ag­ 
ing, he would not stay. And 
when he was shuffled from 
shelter to shelter, program to 
program, 
he 
showed 
little 
interest and no cooperation. He 
was not nasty about it, nor for 
that matter was he ungrateful. 
He just wanted to do things his 
way. 
Well, the benevolent officers 
were at a loss. So they regret­ 
fully determined that Charles 
Perkins had some hay missing 
from his loft. And he was com­ 
mitted to a state hospital for the 
mentally ill. 
Many of the recipients — vic­ 
tims of this kind of beneficence 
— have doubts as to its wisdom, 
you can be sure. And every now 
and then someone like Charles 
Perkins speaks up for the 
majority. In this case he got 
himself 
a 
court 
appointed 
lawyer to fight the commitment. 
“I don’t belong there,” Perkins 
says. 
Dev otees of democracy will be 
happy to learn that Mr. Perkins 
won his case. The benevolent 
officers said the Jury system 
was “working a tremendous 


disservice” to the old timer for 
letting him go. But the men and 
women sitting in judgment saw 
it otherwise. After the trial one 
jury member said the only dis­ 
service done to Perkins was by 
the benevolent officers of the 
social service agencies. 


Hence 
the 
lesson 
of 
C. 
Perkins’ tale. If he respectfully 
declines public assistance, it 
should not be forced on him. 
The state saw what it con­ 
sidered to be a needy soul, it 
pulled all of its bureaucratic 
switches to correct the situa­ 
tion, and this was commenda­ 
ble; 
it 
demeaned 
itself, 
however, and it damaged the 
name of charity when it decided 
it would imprison Mr. Perkins 
in order to help him. But though 
God provides worms for birds, 
he does not presume to push 
them into their beaks. 


Years ago I recall being per­ 
sonally involved in a similar 
matter. I had written a story 
about an impoverished Ken­ 
tuckian. and was so moved by 
his condition that I teamed with 
social workers to bring about 
his upward mobility. The thing 
was, he didn’t want to be mo­ 
tivated. I enrolled him in a wel­ 
fare program, but he would not 
cooperate; I set him up in a 
clean home, but he moved out; 
then when I arranged for his 
employment he simply gave up 
and left the state. And I’m left 
with the know ledge that I helped 
chase him away. 


I believe the man in Kentucky 
would have profited from the 
offered assistance. It is quite 
clear that Charles Perkins could 
use help, too. He is among that 
army of older Americans who 
do not have enough money, 
enough 
friends 
or 
enough 
strength to live out his life to the 
fullest. And yet he’s a big boy. 
We should treat him so. A 
paramount right of free people 
is the right to be foolish. 


His Minority 


Is The Only One 


WASHINGTON" — The 'black 
senior member of the Equal 
Employment 
Opportunity 
Commission*. Culfcton—LeWlsT 
has been repeatedly suggesting 
that his agency should give 
blacks preferential treatment 
because other minority groups 
and white women have not 
suffered discrimination com­ 
parable in degree to that borne 
by blacks. 


His attitude has provoked a 
storm 
of 
controversy 
and 
violent dissension within the 
agency, which is supposed to 
enforce the 1964 civil rights law 
against 
job 
discrimination 
based not only on race but also 
sex, religion, color and national 
origin. 
White House officials say 
privately they are upset by 
Lewis’ views but hope the fuss 
will blow over. The EEOC has 
been dogged by bad publicity 
about mismanagement and in­ 
ternal bias toward black males 
all year, yet the President is 
not eager to intervene in a 
problem with racial overtones 
in the middle of a campaign. 


Lewis, a two-time Nixon ap­ 
pointee, has been campaigning 
to be named the fifth succes­ 
sive black male chairman of 
the agency, a post which is now 
vacant. A White House official 
aware of the dispute, however, 
said privately that, “In view of 
his 
insensitivity, 
that 
idea 
won’t 
proceed 
very 
far.” 
Lewis’ 
statements 
have 
increased 
pressure 
on 
the 
White House to break the pat­ 
tern and name either a white 
woman, a Hispanic or some 
minority member other than a 
black to the chairmanship. 
Lewis outraged the Mexican- 
American community several 
months ago by observing at an 
agency staff meeting that the 
civil rights act was not directed 
at them because they had never 
had to fight discrimination the 
way blacks had to do. When 
shocked 
persons 
present 
reported 
his 
remarks, 
complaints began to pour in. 
The 
White 
House 
ordered 
then-chairman Lowell Perry to 
rebuke Lewis privately. Lewis 
then hastily demanded 
the 


remarks be edited from the 
official transcript of the ses­ 
sion, erasing the record but not 
the bad feeling. 
Next, Lewis was interviewed 
by CBS television and said, 
“ From a practical point of 
view, white women don’t need 
any protection — they can 
protect themselves. 
But we 
(blacks) couldn’t. We needed 
some people to protect us. 
Because nobody ever told white 
women or other minorities that 
they couldn’t sit in the front of 
the bus.” 
This angered many women 
viewers, and resulted in a flood 
of protests to the agency, the 
White House and Congress. 
Lewis eventually replied, at 
White House prodding, to at 
least one of the protesters, Lee 
Drury de Cesare, president of 
the Tampa, Fla., chapter of the 
National 
Organization 
for 
Women. 
In the letter he elaborated on 
his feeling that white women 
“do not need the same protec­ 
tion that blacks need.” 
Having apparently never no­ 
ticed the "men only” signs in 
private clubs and, until the new 
laws, in many restaurants, 
L«wis said that white women 
had never “been denied a meal 
in a restaurant.” 
Then, with superb illogic, he 
said: “I wonder if you ever 
realized 
that 
almost 
every 
charge that has been filed by 
or on behalf of charging parties 
with this commission has been 
against white men. Do I need 
to further state that almost 100 
per cent .of them live with 
white 
women. 
So 
it 
goes 
withbut saying, that at least 
there is a direct line of com­ 
munication, 
whereas 
blacks 
may never get to talk to the 
head of any firm.” 
De Cesare replied bluntly: 
“Mr. L«wis’ reasoning that an 
individual white woman can 
settle her differences with a 
white man because that white 
man lives with another white 
woman is such offensive logic

"The courts belong to the 
people and snould be accounta- 
ble to them — they will be no 
better than the people want 
them to be." 


Taylor, who spoke 
first, 


stressed a need to change the 
present court system — from 
ways to handle cases before 
they're fifed to more informa- 
tion before a criminal is sen- 
tenced. 


"The courts arc embroiled in 


a morass of cases the courts can 
no longer accept," he charged. 
He suggested alternative means 
of handling cases be developed, 
such as arbitration before a civil 
suit is filed in an attempt to 
lower the caseload. 


He also cited the "need for a 


professional, full-time court ad- 
ministrator," who should run 
the courts to free the judges of 
administration. 


On criminal law, Taylor said 


the drift of many judges has 
been 
to the 
liberal 
pole, 


"especially in sentencing." He 
felt comments are needed from 
people other than those con- 
cerned with the welfare of the 
defendant in preparation of 
pre-scntence reports. 


"I'd like to bring the victims 


into the process of the courts," 
Taylor noted. "We (as judges) 
need to talk to the victims of 
crime." 


Taylor 
said 
the 
best 


qualification for a judge is how 
much time a person has spent in 
court. "You shouldn't be a trial 
judge without being a trial 
lawyer," he said, adding: "I've 
had plenty of experience at 
that." 
_ 


Responding to the same ques- 


tion, Judge Burkholz said the 
best 
qualification 
was 


experience, and cited her 25 
years in the legal profession as 
both a private attorney and a 
judge. 


On overcrowding of court 


dockets, Judge Burkholz noted: 
"Quick certain punishment for 
criminal wrongdoing would do 
more 
to 
alleviate 
the 


overcrowding than all the plea- 
bargaining. 


"That would be the best crime 


preventative we have," she 
said, adding that "judges don't 
want revolving-door justice." 


Judge Burkholz said she felt 


the primary role of a trial judge 
is to administer justice fairly. 
She noted that court efficiency 
increases with professional ad- 
ministrators, 
which 
leaves 


judges more time to judge. 


She noted as a judge she is 


"bound by the role of law," and 
said she attempts to apply laws 
equally to all people. 


The judge noted that a judge 


should "interpret and not make 
law," saying that "chaos" 
usually results when judges 
make law. She also stressed that 
a judge must "exercise judicial 
restraint," and not interject 
oneself into the litigation. 


Judge Burkholz also stressed 


that she is acting in a dual 
capacity as a probate judge and 
acting circuit judge, a position 
she and Probate Judge Ronald 
Lange were appointed to Jn 1974 
to help the circuit caseload 
when Circuit Judge Chester J. 
Byrns suffered a heart attack. 


She pointed out that while 


Byrns was off, she and Lange 
handled all domestic relations 
cases for the circuit court and 
they have continued in that 
capacity for Mies domestic 
relations cases up to the 
present. 


Asked their feelings on pica- 


bargaining (reducing a charge 
to a lesser charge), Taylor said 
it is "something 
everyone 


regrets," but noted there is 
good and bad plea-bargaining. 
He said in some cases plea-bar- 
gaining is warranted, but to 
indulge In tbe practice to simply 
move cases "is wrong and 
should be abolished."

Taylor expressed their views on 
the courts and the justice sys- 


the audience. 
Of his candidacy, Taylor not­ 
ed: “I see it (the circuit bench) 
as a career and 1 can perform in 
that area.” He noted that in 
some areas the circuit judges 
assume their position because 
“they’re in retirement. The cir­ 
cuit court represents the top of 
what I’d like to do,” he said. 
“ I’m a candidate because I 
think we can build a better 


community,” Judge Burkholz 
said. “The courts belong to the 
people and snould be accounta­ 
ble to them — they will be no 
better than the people want 
them to be.” 
Taylor, 
who 
spoke 
first, 
stressed a need to change the 
present court system — from 
ways to handle cases before 
they’re filed to more informa­ 
tion before a criminal is sen­ 
tenced. 


“The courts are embroiled in 
a morass of cases the courts can 
no longer accept,” he charged. 
He suggested alternative means 
of handling cases be developed, 
such as arbitration before a civil 
suit is filed in an attempt to 
lower the caseload.

He also ciU*d the “need for a 
professional, full-time court ad­ 
ministrator,” who should run 
the courts to free the judges of 
administration. 
On criminal law, Taylor said 
the drift of many judges has 
been 
to 
the 
liberal 
pole, 
“especially in sentencing.” He 
felt comments are needed from 
people other than those con­ 
cerned with the welfare of the 
defendant in preparation of 
pre-sentence reports. 
“I’d like to bring the victims 
into the process of the courts,” 
Taylor noted. “We (as judges) 
need to talk to the victims of 
crime.” 
Taylor 
said 
the 
best 
qualification for a judge is how 
much time a person has spent in 
court. “You shouldn't be a trial 
Three Jail Guards 
Given Promotions 


judge without being a trial 
lawyer,” he said, adding: “I’ve 
had plenty of experience at 
that.” 
Responding to the same ques­ 
tion, Judge Burkholz said the 
best 
qualification 
was 
experience, and cited her 25 
years in the legal profession as 
both a private attorney and a 
judge. 
On overcrowding of court 
dockets, Judge Burkholz noted 
“Quick certain punishment for 
criminal wrongdoing would do 
more 
to 
alleviate 
the 
overcrowding than all the plea- 
bargaining. 
"That would be the best crime 
preventative we have,” she 
said, adding that “judges don’t 
want revolving-door justice.” 
Judge Burkholz said she felt 
the primary role of a trial judge 
is to administer justice fairly. 
She noted that court efficiency 
increases with professional ad­ 
ministrators, 
which 
leaves 
judges more time to judge. 
She noted as a judge she is 
“bound by the role of law,” and 
said she attempts to apply laws 
equally to all people. 
The judge noted that a judge 
should "interpret and not make 
law,” 
saying that 
“chaos” 
usually results when judges 
make law. She also stressed that 
a judge must “exercise judicial 
restraint ” and not interject 
oneself into the litigation. 
Judge Burkholz also stressed 
that she is acting in a dual 
capacity as a probate judge and 
acting circuit judge, a position 
she and Probate Judge Ronald 
Lange were appointed to in 1974 
to help the circuit caseload 
when Circuit Judge Chester J. 
Byrns suffered a heart attack 
She pointed out that while 
Byrns was off, she and Lange 
handled all domestic relations 
cases for the circuit court and 
they have continued in that 
capacity for Niles domestic 
relations 
cases 
up 
to 
the 
present. 
Asked their feelings on plea- 
bargaining (reducing a charge 
to a lesser charge), Taylor said 
it 
is 
“something 
everyone 
regrets,” but noted there is 
good and bad plea-bargaining. 
He said in some cases plea-bar­ 
gaining is warranted, but to 
indulge in the practice to simply 
move cases “ is wrong and 
should be abolished.”

PSC, Big Utilities Join To Rap

He 
said the PSC does not adequa- 
tely verify that the utilities are 
limiting the amount of money 
they collect through fuel ad- 
justments to actual costs in- 
curred. 


Grove said the fuel adjust- 


ment clause is not designed to 
increase company earnings, 
that it provides for price 
decreases should fuel prices go 
down, and that the PSC limited 
the cost pass-through to 90 per 


cent in its latest Edison rate 
decision. 


Jefferson said eliminating the 


pass-through "could seriously 
affect the utility's capacity to 
meet the requirements of its 
customers." 


Jefferson warned that the 


inability to quickly recoup cost 
increases hi fuel could result in 
brownouts, blackouts, a shut- 
down in the company's cons- 
truction program and a reduc- 
tion of jobs in Michigan.

The Michigiin Agricultural 


Cooperative 
Marketing As- 


sociation Inc. (MACMA) says 
most of the frozen apple slice 
processors and virtually all of 
the juice processors have 
agreed to their asking prices. 


However, the association says 


it will enter into arbitration 
with five large or medium 
sized sauce processors who 
have refused to pay their 
asking prices and have coun- 
tered with offers that are in 
some cases $2 lower than the 
MACMA asking price. 


Because of this year's short 


crop, prices for the processing 
market are sometimes triple 
what they were in 1975.

Butler said that MACMA has

When asked if the processors 


who have already agreed to the 
MACMA asking prices will pay 
the higher price if the decision 
is in favor of the six com- 
panies, Butler said he didn't 
know because the situation has 
never come up before. 


He added, however, that he 


sees no reason why the com- 
panies would renege on the 
agreements already made. 


In 1975 MACMA went into 


arbitration with the entire ap- 
ple industry and was granted 
the MACMA asking price, ac- 
cording to Butler. 


MACMA asking prices this 


year are higher than in other 
areas of the country but are 
beginning to be bid up to 
Michigan's level, Butler said.

Alfalfa may be cut in Sep­ 
tember and October without 
harming the plant if wilt-resis-

Though some large growers 
use electronic birds distress 
calls to keep the birds away, 
Howell said because the grapes

hardly cover an acre it wasn’t 
practical to use such a device. 
Howell decided to use plastic 
netting, which can be used 
from year to year if a grower is 
careful, and it has proved suc­ 
cessful.

He called for tax reform, for 


• incentives to private industry to 


create jobs and for special 
programs geared to central ci- 
ties where unemployment- rates 
are far higher than the national 
average. 


Carter had three minutes for 


his initial answer and another 
two minutes to answer a 
followup question. Then Ford 
got his first chance to speak in 
the two minutes alloted for 
comment after an opponent has 
answered a question. 


"I don't believe that Mr. 


Carter has been any more 
specific in this case than he has 
been in many other instances," 
said the President, echoing a 
familiar Republican charge 
against Carter. 


Ford said Democratic jobs 


programs would add $10 billion 
to 130 billion each year in addi- 
tional expenditures. 


The second question dealt 


with taxes and was directed to 
Ford, who replied that he 
probably would sign the tax bill 
recently passed by Congress. 
This time it was Carter's turn to 
rebut, and he linked the 
Republicans to a tax structure 
he called "a welfare program 
for the rich." 


Carter was asked where he'd 


find the money to pay for the 
programs he was promising 
voters. 
With 
reduced 


unemployment and a steady 
economic growth, there would 
be 160 billion in extra money in 
four years, he said. 


Ford questioned whether such 


a dividend would be found. If it 
was, he added, "1 think the 
American taxpayer ought to get 
an additional tax break, a tax 
reduction of that magnitude." 


Later, the subject of taxes 


came up again and Carter said 
he wanted to do away with the 
kind of deductions he said were 
used by the wealthy but were 
not available to the average 
working person.

Ford then renewed recent 


Republican charges that Carter 
had indicated in an interview 
with The Associated Press that 
he planned to ask for a tax 
increase "on about 50 per cent 
of the working people of this 
country."

One of the most acrimonious 


exchanges occurred when Ford 
was asked to comment on the 
anti-Washington, feeling often 
mentioned during the cam- 
paign. 


Ford said he thought any an- 


ti-Washington feeling "ought to 
be focused on the Congress.... I 
don't think the American people 
are getting their money's worth 
from the majority party that 
runs this Congress....' 


"They spend too much money 


on themselves; Jhcy~have-too 
many'employes; there's some 
question about their morality:" 


Ford concluded that "1 think 


the American people want a 
Republican president to check 
on any excesses that come out of 
the next Congress." 


Carter retorted that "it's not a 


matter 
of Republican 
and 


Democrat, it's a matter of 
leadership or no leadership." . 


He said Ford "quite often puts 


forward a program just as a 
public relations stunt and never 
tries to put it through the 
Congress by working with the 
Congress.... The point is that a 
president ought to lead this 
country. Mr. Ford, so far as I 
know, except for 
avoiding 


another Watergate, has not ac- 
complished one single-major 
program for this country." 


On government reorganiza- 


tion. Carter said he had dras- 
tically consolidated the state 
government bureaucracy as 
governor of Georgia and that "it 
was a tremendous success." 


Ford countered that during 


Carter's four years as governor, 
slate expenditures increased 
more than 50 per cent and the 
number of state 
employes 


increased by 25 per cent. 


The iiftici.il record shows that 


during Carter's term as gover- 
nor of Georgia^ the state budget 
increased from J1.057 billion to 
51.65? billion, up 58.5 per cent. 
The number of state employes 
rose 24 per cent. Both figures 
were lower than the increases 
during the four-year term of 
Carter's predecessor, Lester 
Maddox. 


A principal theme of the 


Carter presidential campaign 
has been a promise to cut 
sharply the number of federal 
agencies. 


Both men restated their posi- 


tions on amnesty and on Ford's 
pardon of Richard M. Nixon. 


Ford said he opposes across- 


the-board 
pardon of 
draft 


evaders or deserters. He said he 
pardoned Nixon after Nixon

"because it seemed to me Mr. 
Nixon had been penalized 
enough by his resignation in 
disgrace and the need and 
necessity for me to concentrate 
on the problems of the country 
fully justified the action I took." 


Carter said he advocates a 


pardon for draft resisters. "1 
think now is a time to heal our 
country," He said. 


On energy and particularly 


nuclear power. Carter said he 
favored development of coal 
resources and declared that "we 
should use atomic energy only 
as a last resort with the strictest 
possible safety precautions." 
He also said he would favor

Ford said he had submitted to 


Congress "the first comprehen-

Asked about his vetoes of jobs 


bills passed by Congress, Ford 
said his 56 vetoes of various 
measures had saved $9 billion 
and thereby relieved

tionary pressures which "would 
help to destroy jobs in the 
private sector." 


Carter said unemployment 


under the Ford administration 
was the highest since the 
depression of the 19W's. "This 
affects human beings and his 
insensitivity in providing these 
people a chance to work has 
made this a welfare adminis- 
tration not a work administra- 
tion."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The FBI has drastically cut back its 
domestic s(*curity investigations, hut some* m em bers (>f the Senate 
intelligence com m ittee seem doubtful that the reduction 
represents a change in |H)licy rather than just a teni|)orary 
reaction to pul)lic criticism . Testifying before the com m ittw on 
WiHlnesday, F'Bl Director Clarenc(* M. Kelley disclosed figures 
showing then* has lx*<*n a 97 fX'r cent cut in the niimlK*r of 
domestic st'curity investigations in the las three years. Kelley 
attributed the drop from 21,414 in'July 1973 to the current 626 to 
a changing social clim ate, particularly the end of protests against 
the Vietnam war and lo internal rt'organizalion.

Hunt's mother. Nola Hunt of Toledo. Ohio, wrote the judge 
saying her son, Joe, wants the opportunity to play professional, 
football to relieve her of the burden of supportkM; six sons. ~ 


Hunt is under indefinite suspension in his senior year It

chances of playing professionally. Cobb's suspension is for five 
games.

MICHIGAN 


Stumping For Bottle Ban 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Former Oregon Gov. Tom McCall will 


visit Michigan next month to support the proposed ban on non- 
returnable beverage containers. Mi-Call's state enacted a ban on 
throwaway bottles in 1972, and he said he will try to "set the record 
straight" on the effects of Oregon's "bottle bill." McCall mil be in 
Michigan on Oct. 5, according to a statement from the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs. MUCC is the primary backer of a 
ballot proposal — "Proposal A" — seeking to outlaw non-retur- 
nable containers. McCall warned that the anti-bottle forces are 
"one of the most powerful lobbies in this country.'' And he said 
reports from Michigan lead him to believe the lobby is "distorting 
facts, trying to confuse voters and generally misleading the public 
into believing that throwaway bottles and cans are a necessary 
part of our society." 


On Citizen Involvement. 


"" EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Lt. Gov. James Damman has 
called on the slate's 550 local Bicentennial committees to become 
permanent "citizen involvement councils." Damman, chairman of 
the state Bicentennial Commission, unveiled his plan for en- 
couraging continued work on local community service projects 
Thursday in an address at a "Bicentennial volunters dinner" al 
Michigan State University. The groups would be coordinated by 
the Commission for Volunteers in Michigan after the statewide 
Bicentennial program is phased out, he said. "It just seems like a 
waste of human resources for those groups lo disband now that 
1976 is ending," Damman said. "These committees ... are the 
most appropriate organizations for expanding the scope and ef- 
fectiveness of local voluntary activity to address local needs." 


It's Identical To Vetoed Bill 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A senate committee Thursday 


approved a consumer protection bill identical to a measure vetoed 
earlier this year by Gov. William Milliken. The bill, which 
requires clear price markings on individual store items, was 
approved by the Senate Agriculture and Consumer Affairs 
Commmittee and sent to the full Senate. The sponsor of the bill, 
Sen. John Hertel, D-Harper Woods, said it would be easier to pass 
the bill again — on majority voles — than try to win a two-thirds 
vote to override Milliken's veto. The governor said he vetoed the 
original bill because it was "loo broad and complex to be effec- 
tively administered and enforced." 


Campaign Fund Bill Gets Nod 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Legislation to authorize partial public 


funding of future campaigns for governor won approval Thursday 
in a Senate committee. The Senate Municipalities and Elections 
Committee reported the bill to the full Senate on a vote of 3-2. 
Democrats voted for the measure, but Republicans objected to the 
concept of using public money for political campaigns and voted 
against it. The bill has already passed the House, but is expected 
to be altered slightly, which would require it to return to the House 
if approved by the full Senate. It is designed to reduce the political 
influence of large contributors by providing public money to 
gubernatorial candidates. The bill would allow people filing in- 
dividual state income tax returns to check off $2 of their tax for a 
fund lo provide money for the campaigns. Persons filing joint re- 
turns could check off $4.

Stumping For Bottle Ban 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Former Oregon Gov. Tom McCall will 
visit Michigan next month to support the proposed ban on non- 
returnable beverage containers. McCall’s state enacted a ban on 
throwaway bottles in 1972, and he said he will try to “set the record 
straight” on the effects of Oregon’s “ bottle bill.” McCall will be in 
Michigan on Oct. 5, according to a statement from the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs. MUCC is the prim ary backer of a 
ballot proposal — “ Proposal A” — seeking to outlaw non-retur­ 
nable containers. McCall warned that the anti-bottle forces are 
“ one of the most powerful lobbies 111 this country.” And he said 
reports from Michigan lead him to believe the lobby is “ distorting 
facts, trying to confuse voters and generally misleading the public 
into believ ing that throwaway bottles and cans are a necessary 
part of our society.” 


On Citizen Involvement 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Lt. Gov. Jam es Damman has 
calk'd on the state’s 550 local Bicentennial committees to become 
permanent “citizen involvement councils.” Damman, chairman of 
the state Bicentennial Commission, unveiled his plan for en­ 
couraging continued work on local community service projects 
Thursday in an address at a “ Bicentennial volunters dinner" at 
Michigan State University. The groups would Ik- coordinated by 
the Commission for Volunteers in Michigan after the statewide 
Bicentennial program is phased out. he said. “ It just seems like a 
waste of human resources for those groups to disband now that 
1976 is ending.” Damman said. “ These committees ... are the 
most appropriate organizations for expanding the scope and ef­ 
fectiveness of local voluntary activ ity to address local needs. " 


It’s Identical To Vetoed Bill 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A senate committee Thursday 
approved a consumer protection bill identical to a measure vetoed 
earlier this year by Gov. William Milliken. The bill, which 
requires clear price markings on individual store items, was 
approved by the Senate Agriculture and Consumer Affairs 
Commmittee and sent to the full Senate. The sponsor of the bill. 
Sen. John Hertel, D-Harper Woods, said it would be easier to pass 
the bill again — on majority votes — than try to win a two-thirds 
vote to override Milliken’s veto. The governor said he vetoed the 
original bill because it was “ too broad and complex to l)e effec­ 
tively administered and enforced.” 


Campaign Fund Bill Gets Nod 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Legislation to authorize partial public 
funding of future campaigns for governor won approval Thursday 
in a Senate committee. The Senate Municipalities and Elections 
Committee reported the bill to the full Senate on a vote of 3-2. 
Democrats voted for the measure, but Republicans objected to the 
concept of using public money for political campaigns and voted 
against it. The bill has already passed the House, but is expected 
to be altered slightly, which would require it to return to the House 
if approved by the full Senate. It is designed to reduce the political 
influence of large contributors by providing public money to 
gul>ernatorial candidates. The bill would allow people filing in­ 
dividual state income tax returns to check off $2 of their tax for a 
fund to provide money for the campaigns. Persons filing joint re­ 
turns could check off $4. 


Hunt For Plane Still On 


TRAVERSE CITY. Mich. (AP) — The search for a plane miss­ 
ing since Monday over Michigan’s Upper Peninsula shifted on 
Thursday to an area between Iron Mountain and Houghton. A 
spokesman for the Coast Guard Air Station in Traverse City said 
the search concentrated in that area after learning the two 
Lakeview, Mich., men aboard the plane had reserved motel rooms 
and a rental car at Houghton. Those aboard the plane were Allen 
Griffith, 51, the pilot; and 26-year-old Jerri Cook, the Coast Guard 
reported. The last radar contact with the plane was near 
Menominee, Mich., on Monday evening. The Coast (iuard said 
there was a thunderstorm just north of Iron Mountain about the 
time the plane disappeared. 


Possible Witness Wounded 


HIGHLAND PARK, Mich. (AP) — The FBI is probing the 
shooting of a wrecking contractor to determine if he was gunned 
down because he might testify against a Highland Park council­ 
man in an extortion case. William Jordan, 50, of Detroit, a 
wrecking contractor, was lisU*d in stable but serious condition at 
an undisclosed hospital after he was shot several times Tuesday 
night as he drove Ins car near the entrance to Oakland Community 
College. An FBI spokesinan said the federal agency is investigat­ 
ing the shooting “to determine if there is a violation that would 
involve obstruction of justice ...” Jordan is expected to be a key 
prosecution witness in the upcoming trial of Highland Park City 
Council President Damon White and a co-defendant, who were 
indicted Aug. 9 on federal extortion charges. 


Senate Snubs House Version 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state Senate rejected Thursday 
the House version of a bill to set standards for personnel and 
equipment on emergency medical vehicles. The measure is part of 
a three-bill package to establish and run a state-wide emergency 
medical care system. All three bills cleared the House on Wed­ 
nesday, and Thursday the Senate sent the first m easure to a 
House-Senate conference committee on a 20-5 vote. The bill would 
license ambulance operations to provide total coverage and reduce 
overlapping services, lt also sets requirm ents for ambulance 
equipment and personnel. But the House added an amendment to 
permit local governments to exempt themselves from minimum 
ambulance equipment and staffing standards. That led to the 
Senate rejection and its move to a conference committee to work 
out the differences.
